One eminent Example. All Hiftories aflure ws that Heary 
~ the 3° of France dicd in the Fourtieth year of his age com- 
pleat,of a wound received in his eye,in the exercife of Tilt- 
ing; and yet fee the Prophefie of Gauricus, conccrning 
him in his Prognoftication of the year-1556, becaufe. in 
the Scheam of his Nativity, he had the Sun almoft par- 
titely conjoyned to Venme under the degrees of hisalti. 
tude, ana alfothe Moon and Veays advancing through 
his Horofeope, under the Conftellacion of Aries, there- 
fore he thall live moft happy. and glorious till the feven- 
vieth year of his age, deducting only two moneths ; and 
if by the favour ef God he efcape the dangerous years of 
fixty three and fixry four, it willbe very long before there 
be an end of his renowned life, You have alfo the predls 
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‘} Gon of Cardaz, when fpcaking of the fame King Henry, 


“he fhall be ( faid he ) in his. old age {o much the more 
“| happy, by how many the more difficulties he hath pafled 


| through before. And how acutely thefe two famous Pro-

1 cannot hold from noting that Jobn Redolphus Camt- 
varius. when Writing againit Sextus ab Hersinga, vo de- 
clare the certainty of Judicial Aftrology, colle@ted an hun- 
dred feveral Gen‘eures, and amongft them put the Nati- 
vities of the Late Kings of France, Heary the 34. and Heary 
che qth joyning alfo the judgment of FredenicusRateliusias 
co Henvythe 3d. the butinefle fucceeded acéerdingly, he 
told his difalter after it had befaln him. Bus. asfor 
Henry the 4th, who was then living ‘when his Century 
was publifned, in the year 1607, nothing was leffe fore- 
cold by him than the cime of his death: tor though that’ 
beft of Kings was murdered by a facrilegious hand, inthe 
year1610, and thatin the Moneth of May, our famous 
Prophet never fufpedted the leaft danger tohim in that 
year or moneth, but cafthis death upon rhe year 1613, 
and the moncth of Oéfober, asthreatning fome eminent 
danger to his life, inthe 59 year of his age, nine mo- 
neths and one and twenty dayes, he being born on the 24 
of December, attwoa Clock after Midnight, ia the year 
1553, and that becaufe the Sun would then come to the 
body of Saturn by direBion, the Horofcope to a Quartile 
of the fame, and the middle Heaven toa Quartile of the 
Sun : but eruly as the death of thar Prince was deplora- 
ble, fo was the hariolation ridiculous.
